A Swiss bank teller made a deposit which was to interest 
thousands when he started a football club in the city of 
Barcelona on November 29, 1899. 

Swiss sportsman Hans Gamper, an employee in a branch 
office of a French bank in the city was joined in founding 
Barcelona by another Swiss, two Englishmen and four locals. 

It was Gamper who settled on the club's now world 
famous colours, taking them from the flag of the Swiss canton 
in which he was born. 

A Scottish team, St Mirren, was guest of honour when 
Barca inaugurated a new stadium, Les Corts, in 1922, the 
hosts coming out 2-1 winners. 

But Barcelona outgrew their home and on September 24, 
1954 they moved to a new ground - the Nou Camp, which 
was inaugurated with a match against Poland, which 
Barcelona won 4-2. The Nou Camp has since become one of 
the finest grounds in the world.

It was during the 50s that Barcelona won both the Spanish 
league and Spanish cup. 

Another year to remember for fans of the great side was 
1973, when Dutch star Johan Cruyff joined the club, one of a 
host of great stars to grace the colours, including those of the 
status of Diego Maradona, Neeskens, Romario and 
Stoichkov. 

Plenty of legendary names have occupied the coach's 
office at the Nou Camp, with Cruyff enjoying enormous 
success, including a European Cup triumph when Dutch ace 
Ronald Koeman fired home the only goal against Sampdoria 
at Wembley. 

Cruyff led his side to four successive league titles, making 
a speciality of clinching the crown on the last day of the 
season such as in 1994 when Barca beat Seville 4-2 and rivals 
Deportivo La Coruna drawing 0-0, missing a penalty into the 
bargain.
